It would seem that pigr Iron makers 
have merely been hoping that some- 
thing: may turn -up to change the llrm 
attitude of the generality of coke sell- 
ers to one more in accord with the 
furnaccmen's own points of view. To 
that end certain furnaces are buyinK 
their fufl from day to day, picking 
up odd lots on track 
which 
coke 


owners fire willing- to sell at cut rates 
and thus save demurrage. This course 
has its advantages as well its disad- 
vantages. At any rate, it is merely it 
make-shift.

The -un- 
favorable feature has to do with buy- 
ing of low priced iron by speculators 
pure and simple who bought in order

sales as the latter always have their 
embarrassing 
side, 
for 
when 
the 


market starts upward quantities of 
such iron come out only to plague tho

Such instances have not

frequent in the middle west in

markets as the present, taken in con- 
nection with the better times which 
we ail hope will come along some day. 
However, such, speculative sales bring 
up the same old unanswered question,
